Believing  that  it  is  not  generally  understood  that  phy- 
sicians living  outside  the  old  town  of  West  Roxbury  may 
send  patients  to  the  Faulkner  Hospital  and  attend  them,  the 
Trustees  take  this  opportunity  of  bringing  the  fact  to  your 
attention. 

The  Hospital  is  open  to  any  physician  who  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society  or  the  Homeo- 
pathic Medical  Society. 

The  building  is  of  fireproof  construction,  and  stands  on 
high  ground  with  a  broad  outlook.  The  sunrooms  and  open 
balconies  enable  patients  to  have  abundant  fresh  air  and  sun- 
shine, free  from  the  dust  and  disturbing  noises  of  the  city. 

There  are  nine  private  rooms,  ranging  in  price  for 
non-resident  patients  from  $21.00  to  $42.00  a  week.  Abed 
in  an  open  ward  is  $14.00  a  week. 

A  limited  number  of  maternity  cases  are  admitted, 
but  no  mental  or  contagious  cases. 

A  charge  of  $5.00  a  week  is  made  for  board  of  special 
nurses  for  private  cases.  When  possible  the  Hospital  is  glad 
to  provide  a  special  nurse  from  the  Training  School  at  $15.00 
a  week,  including  board. 

The  operating  room  is  well  equipped  with  all  necessary 
modern  appliances,  and  offers  exceptional  facilities  for 
operating  either  by  day  or  night.
